WE WILL DEAL WITH NATIONS AND KO? 
THE LEAGUE 


The United States and the League of Nations do not agree on 
what constitutes an effective limitation of armaments. The league 
covenant contains a mandatory direction to.the Jeazue counc:| 
formulate plans for the “reduction of national armaments to the 
lowest point consistent with national safety.” Not since the 
was organized has there been a serious atiempt to carry oul 
direction. Instead, special committees of the league have worl 
ed on plans for controlling the traffic in arms, which do not is 
clude any reductions whatever.

Last year the United States was invited to co-operate in the 
work of one of those committees, but President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Hughes declined to do so. In a note to the secretary Pra 
of the league, dated September 27, 1923. Mr. Hlucte mind id 
the league that “the distinctive feature of this plan is not a piovis 
for a general limitation on armament, but the c:eaiion of a system 
-of control by the signatory powers of the traffic in aims mv nitions, 
these signatory powers being left free not only to mect their own 
requirements in the territories subject to their jurisdiction but also 


to provide for supplying each other with arms and munitions t 
the full extent that they may see fit.” In other words, the league 
members merely sought to establish a monopoly of the arms traffic 
, for their own benefit and to the disadvantage of son-memb- 
nations. 

Now, while the assambly of the league is in session at Geneva 
another committee has attacked the arms problem, and ihe as 
States has again been invited to have a delegate present at 
meetings. The position of this country had alresdy been ma ‘ 
abundantly clear by ‘the Hughes note, but nevertheless surprise w 
expressed at Geneva that the United States declined to ae 
spokesman on the arms committee. So Secyetary Hughes has again 
taken the trouble to explain the American aitiluce. 

The republican adminisration is ready for the United cone 
to join with other nations in a convention for the reduction of arme 
aments and the limitation of the traffic therein. We would then » 
dealing with each nation as a sovereign state and not as 
member of a league. Just how a policy yields real results is ¢ 
emplified in the outcome of the Washington armaments a Ne 
of 1922. That conference actually cut down the existing nava! 
strength of the five principal maritime powers, and limited the F 
size of certain types of ships to be built in the future, as well as 
the~size of thet guns. It also prohibited the increase of certair 
latid fortifications. In short, the Washington 
reduced and limited armaments. 

President Coolidge has let it be known on several occasions 
that he stands ready to call another world conference for the con- 
sideration of further arms cuts. He has been waiting only for the 
Dawes plan to be perfected and to see it successfully in operation 
before issuing his invitations for the meeting. What the Washine

Memorial Hall cAYS SCHOOL 


2 NOW OAFE 


Recommends That Beam In Audi- 
torium be Strengthened 
Against Shocks 


“The Roosevelt Junior High school | 


is absolutely safe,” declares Arthur 
W. Anderson, San Francisco archi- 
tect and engineer, who yesterday gave 
to City Superintendent of Schools 
W. T. Helms a report on his inspect- 
fon of the building. 

Anderson was called in by the 
school board to make the survey 
after parents had protested that they 
would keep their children out of 
school unless the building was de- 
clared safe, This came following the 
collapse of a large section of plas- 
tering in the auditorium of the build- 
ing 

Anderson's report is as follows: 

In acccordance with your re- 
quest I have inspected the Roose- 
velt Junior High School and 
Auditorium in ‘Richmond, and 
made a thorough check of the 
structural design from the draw- 
ings used in the construction 
of the building. 

The School building is in an 
absolutely safe condition. <A 
check of the design from the 
drawings proves this and an ex- 
amination of the building itself 
indicates the same thing. 

s There are checks in the plaster, 

but these occur in places where 

they are to be expected in a 

building of this type of construct- 

ion. These checks are due_ to 
shrinkage in the wood joists and 
frame. If they are repaired at 
this time, no others are likely 
to appear as the normal shrink- 
age takes place the first year. 
As is to be expected, they also 
occur in places where the wood 
construction adjoins concrete or 
tile construction. The foundations 
are of sufficient size to carry the 
loads and there are no cracks in 
the foundations. The checks in 
the plaseter are entirely ’due to 
shrinkage and do not affect the 
safety of the structure at all. 

The auditorium as it is being 
refinished will be in an equally 
safe condition. 


The fall of the plaster in the 
ceiling of the Auditorium was 
not due to a weakness in the 
roof framing. A check of the 
roof trusses and framing shows 
that it will safely carry the loads 
that it should carry. No part of 
the framing came down with the 
plaster or showed any weakness. 
The defect must therefore have 
been in the plaster coat itself. 

The plaster coat was uniform- 
ly much too heavy. In many 
places it was over three times 
the standard thickness. This 
unusual weight caused the metal 
lath to pull lose in spots. 

As an extra precaution in re- 
placing the ceiling a heavier 
metal lath is being used, and ‘is 
being secured at short intervals 
with heavy galxanized staples; 
with a nominal thickness 
plaster this ceiling will give no 
more trouble. 

I have one recommendation I 
would like to make. The beam 
over the arch at the front of the 
stage in the Auditorium is carry- 
ing its load satisfactorily at the 
present time, and there are no 
cracks indicating any weakness. 
I think, however, it would be an 
added insurance to strengthen 
‘this beam against any unusual 
condition such as an earthquake 
shock or vibration from except- © 
ionally héavy jars.
